Anton Gregor Rubinstein, 
pianist and composer, died at 
nit. The cause of his death v 
was within ten days of 64 years of age. 

Rubinstein was horn at Wechwotynetz, on the 
Roumanian frontier, on November 30th, 1836. While 
yet a child he studied the piano at Moscow under 
Alexis Villoing. He was an infant phenomenon 
before that sort of thing had become quite as com- 
mon as it is nowadays, and made his first public ap- 
pearance when he was barely eight years of age. 

When be was only ten he went to Paris and per- 
formed at several conceits, which brought him to 
the notice of Liszt, who thought highly of his 

° The next few years of his life were taken up with 
\ isits to England, Sweden and Germany. In Berlin 
he studied composition under Dehn. On the com- 
pletion of his regular studies he became a teacher. 
living first in the Prussian capital, 
then in Vienna.
